Turkey poured thousands of 
troops into the battle for Cyprus 
last night and pushed tanks 
along the road to Nicosis, the 
capital, as an intensive interna- 
tional effort was mounted to 
prevent an all-out war between 
Turkey and Greece. 

The Turks landed troops on the 
north coast near the port of Kyre- 
nia, dropped paratroops inland and 
pummelied strongpoints of the 
Greek-led National Guard from the 
air. The Turks claimed early suc- 
cesses in their attempt to overthrow 
the newly-installed regime of former 
Eoka guerrilla leader Nicos Samp- 
son, and said they were in control 
of Kyrenia, about 65 kilometres 
from the Turkish mainiand, 

‘Waves of paratroops were drop- 
ped between Nicosia and its airport, 
and were reported to be advancing 
quickly towards the capital itself. 
Some reports said a Turkish tank 
offensive was launched against Ni- 
cosia Airport last night 

‘At the same time fighting broke 
out within the city between Greek 
Cypriots and the Turkish commun- 
ity'’s militia forces, although later 
the British Armed Forces Radio an- . 
nounced that the U.N. peacekeeping

frontier within 48 hours, 

In Ankara, Deputy Premier Nec- 
meddin Erbakan told newsmen that 
north Niccs:a and Kyrenia fell to 
Turkish forces only seven hours and 
30 minutes after the first landings. 
Blackouts were imposed on Ankara 
and Istanbul, amid reports that 
Greece was massing troops along its 
border with Turkey. 

Turkey put its powerful invasion 
forces ashore at dawn, claiming its 
purpose was to restore to Cyprus 
the constitutional rule taken from 
it in last week's coup and to pro- 
tect the large Turkish minority of 
about 120,000 on the island 

The Turks landed from transport 
ships and assault boats at Kyrenia, 
26 kms. over a mountain road 
from Nicosia, Simultaneously hun- 
dreds of paratroops were dropped 
into the Turkish enclave in Nicosia_ 
The capital shuddered under the 
impact of explosions and it ap- 
peared that a major battle was 
being fought north of the city as 
the Turks fought their way along 
the road from Kyrenia. 

Heavy fighting and firing raged 
continuously in the capital after 
the invasion and Turkish planes 
Swept in repeatedly to attack mili- 
tary targets —- among them Nico- 
sia airport. 

In the course of the fiercely hot 
Morning, the fighting intensified 
and spread over the country. The 
island — at this time of the year 
normally a peaceful haven for 
thousands of sun-seeking tourists — 
lay under a total curfew yesterday.

Perfect 
landing 
for Soyuz 


MOSCOW (AP). — Two Russian 
cosmonauts flew their Soyuz 14 
space capsule to 2 pinpoint land- 
ing Friday, concluding the Soviet 
Union's most successful manned 
Space venture in more than four 


years. 

After 16 days in space flight 
‘commander Popel Popovich and 
engineer Yuri Artyukhin were re- 
ported in good health after a re- 
covery team reached the capsule 
just 1.2 miles from the planned 


landing target. 
“They soft-landed with the pre- 
eision of a sniper,” exclaimed 


ground controller and veteran 
cosmonaut Vladimir Shatalov. 

Popovich and Artyukhin spent 
14 days, 7 hours and 33 minutes 
docked to the Salyut orbiting

The two cosmonauts devoted 
Thursday night and Friday morn- 
ing to loading up Soyuz 14 with 
films, tapes and documentation on 
their work, then unhooked and 
began their journey home.

; SMALL CHANGE SHORTAGE IN ITALY 


Lemon-flavoured cash 


By ALEXANDRA WASIQULLAH 
MILAN. — The nolse of the rattle 
of small change has become ἃ rare 
one in Italy. Five, 10, 20, 50 and 100 
Hire coins are mysteriously disappear- 
ing and the Government Mint can- 
not produce enough to keep up the 
supply. The Mint’s current dafly out- 
put is some 1,200,000 ‘coins, half of 
which are 10 lire pieces (ΤΟ is 
worth about 155 lire), and this rep- 
resents 2 doubling of production over 
the previous year. Eighteen new 
high-speed coin-minting machines 
from Weat Germany have been pur- 
chased to meet the increasing de- 
mand. Yet, once put into circula- 
tion by the Bank of Italy, the coins 
get swiftly and inexplicably swal- 
lowed up. 

The first to go was the almost 
valueless five-lire coin, worth less 
than a halfpenny or an American 
cent, In spite of an average minting 
of some 13 million of them in past 
years, most of the coins reportedly 
ended up in the stuffing of cloth 
buttons, An official coinhunting team 
was ordered to track down the sus- 


“pect buttons but the investigation 


‘was shelved shortly afterwards as 
a hopeless mission. The 10 lire coins 
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tobacco stores provided little pack- 
ages of matches. 

At supermarket checkort coun- 
ters, coloured chips entered the 
game — green ones worth five Hire 
and red ones worth 10. Commuters, 
stuck on crowded city buses with- 
out exact change, have to take 
several tickets at a time, so that 
the total will be a rounded sum, 
while Roman cafés are giving out 
receipts worth another cup of cof- 
fee, to'be consumed at the custo- 
mer’s cpnvenience, 

News-stands have supplied - 
zine buyers with ballpoint pens, fut 
change ‘for newspapers, which until: 
recently were selling for 90 lire, 
came — for a spell — in the form 
of another publication, a four-page 
daily aptly called “Lo Spicciolo” 
or “The Small Change.”
